and when you ſhall perceive that the cHMarle is well 
ſunk,then may it be Ploughed flect and narsow, owed 
with Oats, and fallowed3 ſo may it both beare good 
Wheat, if it finda goo1 ſeaſon, and be the richer a 
long time after, partly by the benefit of the Afar, part- 1 
ly by the roting of the rore and ſword , and partly by 
the dung and water of the Cattell thac paſture upon it: 
for the ſweeter the Paſture is, the more Beafts it fee» 
deth, and the more Beaſts it beareth,the more it ſelfe is 
arrended by it. | 
Touching the fallowing of this ground,great heed is 
required ; tor as it ſwelleth more then the Haiſell- 
ground, if it be ta ken hard and dry,fo it is more graffie 
then that,or the Sandy-ſoyle,if you fallow it wet: The 
ſeaſon therefore followeth commonly in 4prid, or in 
the begirning of ay, for to fallow it, and to ſtirreir a. 
bout Midſummer,or ſo ſoon after as the raine ſhall have

on it Many men fearing to hit the right ſeaſon for this 
ground inthe = of the yeare , doe make it ready 
by a Winter fallow before C hriflmas,and by ſtirring it 
| before Midſummer, if they may3which manner is not to 
be miſliked, 4 
Laſtly,commeth the two ſorts of Sandy-ground,and T'* ordering 
gravelly-mould ; thc one being to be ordered much af- uu q 
ter the Haiſell-mould, ſaving he would have fomewhat 
n.ore Harle, and alſo —_— be favoured more in the 
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often tillage,than it:for the Haiſe- mould will bearor 
endure more tillage than the Sand. But this laſt fort of 
ſandy-gruund,being a very ſtring Sand (3s wee uſe to 
call it) for muchot it will b:ar Heath,being of it ſclfe 
very barren, and very flcet or ſhallow Mould, and os 
ver hot and dry, and by reaſon of that extremitie , 1s 
unfertill, except it be Marled very plentifully. And 
therefore when you breake up this ground, Plough it 
as Ceepe as you may, 1.0t fearing to caſt downe the 
beft M-uld thereof , becauſe the Marie will pierce 
thorow,and ſink down into it, An acreof this ground 
requireth five Eundred or fix hundred loads of your 
Marle at the leaſt. Sow alwayes under-furrow about 
Michaelmas , with two buſhels and a halfe upon the 
acre,which it wil better carry than the Haiſel ground: 
for although the ſtraw be ſmall, yet will it be harder, 
and ſtand better than that of the other, The worme 
whereof I ſpeake, will be buſie with that , rbat grow= 
cth on this ſort of ground,untill that the heat thereof 
be ſomewhat aflwaged by the Marle. If your ground 
be hilly, make your Water-furrowes in ſuch ſort, as 
I have ſaid before, for the ſaving bothof yonr Aſerle 
and Mould ; barrow it very little , leave it as cloddy 
as you may. After that you have taken a Crop from 
ir, fallow that VVheat-Gratten or Stubble in May; 
aſter that ſtirre it alſo, and then about AXichaclmas 
ſow it with Vheat again: for it is not yet rich enough 
to beare you good Peaſe, This done, let it reſt foure 
or five yeares,and if ir ſend upany plenty of Broome, 
cut or pull them when they be of ſome mean bigneſſe, 
but Plough not the ground untill # have taken ſuch 
reft ; andafter it , yon may well breake it up of new, 
and ſow it with Oats : which Oate-gratten or Stubble, 
you 
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you muſt Summer-fallow , whea it is at the Harveſt: 
and then it you defire to have it in good heart , you 
muſt Marle it with jthree hundred or foure hundred 
loads upon the Acre againe, Aﬀeer this Crop thus 
taken, reſt it five or 6x yeares, and then take one Crop 
more of Oats from it, and after a Summer-fallow, 
ſow it with Wheat, and ſuffer it to lye a Wheat Grat- 
tenor Stubble, till it ſhall have reſted as before is ap- 
n— for the Haiſell-ground , and fo it will be the 
better thirtie or fortie yeareSafterrhe Marling. Wee 
have inthis Weald a ſandy and gravelly ground rhat is 
wet and weeping, the which is ſcarcely worth the Mar- 
ling, except the nearnefle of the Aerie: and thereby 
the finall coſt and charge thereof may inrice a man 
to beſtow the coſt upon it with Mark, and then the 
beſt way isto Marle upon the greene Land , or upon a 
fallow , with five hundred loads or more upon the 
Acre, or rather to take the jprofit thereof by Paſture 
rhen by Tillage : for it will hardly hare good Corne, 
which is ſoone killed with the wet vapour that is con- 
tiqually ſent up from the wet Springs that lie under it. 
This ſort of ground is to be fallowed, when it is both 
hard and dry , becauſe it ſwelleth not as doth the 
Haiſell-Mould , and way therefore be taken in 7wse, 
if former fair weather bring it not to a dry ſeaſon;and 
it-is tobe ſtirred alſo afccr a ſhowre, inthe like plight 
as the Haiſell- Mould before. Your marleable grounds 
being ordered in this wiſe, ſeverally ſet downe for 
each kind of them, will continually ſtand fruitfull ci- 


*ther for Torne or Paſture : and albeit the high prices 


which Corne hath of late yeares carried , may allure 
ſome men to ſow Corne inceflantly, and thereby to 
ſpend their Acarle, and to choke their arable in the 
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end,yet I doubt not but the wiſer ſort can fee thar it is 
much better to maintaine their grounds heartie and in 
good plight for ever, than to rayſe a ſhort gaine, that * 
will bring a long & perpetuall loſſe vpon them, the ra- 
ther alſo, becaule chat Butter, Cheeſe, and the fleſh of 
Becefe and Mutton,be advanced in price equally, if nor 
beyond Wheat, Rye, Barley, and the other Graines, 
Howbeit,a good Husbandman will make his profit of 
them both : tor if he have one hundred,;or one hundred 
and twentie Acres of chis Wealdiſh arable, he will 
Marlc & manure ther, that dividing his land into five 
or ſix equall parts, he may continually Plough twenty, 
or five and twenty Acres for Corne, and yet lay to Pa- 
fture the reſt by turnes : fo that by the helpe of his 
Marlehis Land ſhall be continually rich & profitable, 
both inthe one and other of them, And: thus I have 
ſpoken of theWeald,deſcribing the nature andproper« 
ty thereof ; fo may every man of diſcretion and ju ge. 
ment, which ſhallmeet with earth of the ſame quality 
and condition (in what part of this Kingdome | 
make application of theſe Rules before rehearſed, and 
no doubt but the profit will make both the labour and 
coſt profitable and pleaſant. 
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The ſever all ways, according t0 the opinions of writers, an! 
the certain wayes,according to the experzence of Husband- 
wen,for the deſliyuFion of Molesor Moales, which digge 
and revt up the earth , au1 how to reduce and bring the 
ground to the firfl goodnuefſe, having been ſpogled by chem, 


lity of this Vermine, or the injury and Eurt which 
they do to the Husbandman,Gardiner,and Planter, 
ſince no Countryis exempt from their annoyance:bur 
touching the remedies,they are of greater ſecrefie, and 
therefore I thought good in this place to inſert them, 
The ancient writers are of divers opinions touching 
the manner of deſtroying this creature, and therefore 
have left unto us ſundry Medicines how to worke the 
ſame : — the which, one writeth, as an approved 
experiment,that if you take Walnut-ſhels,& fill chem 
with Brimſtone, Chaffe,and Petrofin, and then ſetting 
them on fire, put them into holes or trenches, thorow 


I T is needleſle either to deſcribethe nature and qua- 


: which the Moa'e paſſeth, and the very ſmell or ſtinke 


thereof will poy {on them; ſo that if you dig, you ſhall 
find them dead in their holes. 

Another affirmeth, That if you take Brimſtone, and 
danke ſtinking litter of horſes, and burn it in the holes 
or haunts of the Moales,it alſo will impoyſon them; ſo 
as you ſhall find they will come out of their Caves, 
and lye dead upon the greene grafle. 

A third affirms, That if you take greene Leeks, Gar- 
licke,or Onions,and chopping them groflely,thruſt ir 
into the holes, & the very fume or ſavour thereof will 
ſo aſtoniſh and amaze the Moles, that they will pre- 
ſently forſake the carth , and failing into a trance, you 
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may take them up with your hands. Now there is not 
any of theſe medicines which can be diſ-allowed : for 
there is no doubt buc that they will worke the effes 
ſpoken of, if the Moale can be brought to take a full 
ſent thereof: but it is a Vermine curious of ſent, and 
paſſing quick of hearing, &being in a ſpacious ground, 
will prevent theſe baits ; and theretorerthey are rather 
to be applyed for gardens or little grounds, where 
there is but a Moal or two, than in large fields, where 
tkere be many kundreds, 

To conclude,forthis matter of medicines,or for the 
belping of gardens, hop-yards , or any ſmall fpor of 
ground , there is not any thing held more availeable, 
than to ſow ir that place the herb called Palma Chrifti: 
for it is found by certain experience,that wherefoever 
that herbe groweth naturally of it ſelfe, or otherwiſe, 
is either purpoſely ſowne or planted, there in no wiſe 
will any Moale abide. 

Thus much1 thought good to ſhew you forthe uſe 
of medicine,and for clearing of ſmal gronnds:now for 
the annoyances which happen to great, large, and ſpa- 
cious fields,through the multitute of Moales;there is 
only three abſolute wayes for the curing of the ſame, 

The firſt is, inthe moneths of March and 4pril, to 
view where they caſt,and goaboutto make an extraor- 
dinary great hill,in which they build them neſts,which 
is known by the newneffe of the Mould; rhen look for 
the new trench which leadeth to theſame3for as ſhe go. 
eth ſhe returneth:then with your Moal-ſpade open the 
trench in divers places, and then very ſtill and filently, 
and obſerving to take the wind,topreventboth hearing 
and ſmelling , watch the Moale as ſhe goeth or retur- 

neth, which is, Morning, Noone, and Evening, = FL 
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ſoone as you ſee her caſt, ſtrike her with your Moale- 
ſpeare,made cf many ſharpe pikes, and ſocaſt her up, 
and kill her. Thus have I ſeene by one man an hundred 
deſtroyed in one day. 

The next infallible way for the deſtrution of Moales 
is :1f yoncan by any poflible means ney in water to 
over-flow and waſh your ground , and as ſoone as the 
carth is wet over,the Moales will come forth of them» 
ſelves,and you may gather them up with your hands at 
pleaſure, 

The laſt/indeed as much approved as any)is to take 
a live Moale in the moneth of Merch, which is their 
buckirg or ingendring time, &put it into a deep brafle 
Baſonyn1r other deep (mooth Veſlell, out of which the 
Moale cannot creep, and then at cyening bury it inthe 
earth upto the brimmezand (o leave it, and rhe iwpri- 
ſoned Moale will preſently begin to ſhrike , or com» 
plaine,or call, ſo that all the Moales in the ground will 
come to it,and tumbling into the Veſlell;they are pri- 
foners alſo, and the more priſoners,the greater will be 
the noiſe ; and the more noiſe, the more Moates will 
come tothe reſcue,ſo that I have feene 50.0r 60.taken 
in one night,and in one Veſlell or brafle Kettle: 

Now having thus learred how to deſtroy the Moals, 
it is meet you alſo know how to prevent the comming 
in of forraign Moales , beeauſe though you ceepyour * 
ground never ſo cleane, yet if your next neighbour be 
an il! busband, his field may ſoon impnyſon yours a- 
gain therefore to prevent the comming in of any for- 
raigne Moale, make but little Furrows or Trenches a» 
bout your ground,and ſcatter inthem ſmall round bals 
made of Hemp-ſeed, or _ ſeed and Palms _ 
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beaten together, and you ſhall not need to fearet 
C 4 comming 
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comming in of any neighbour-Moales, how many ſoc- 
ver there. be about you. 

Laſtly, forthe reducing or bringing the ground to 
the firſt perfeion againe ( for howſoever ſome Hul- 
bindmen ſay, Moe Mouale-hills, moe ground , yet tis 
cert2ine, that moe Moale- hills, lefle g2od ground) for 
never was yet ſweet grzflc ſeene ona Moale-billzthere- 
foreto bring itto perfeRion,which I mean to be mza- 
dow-ground, or ground to be mowne , which Moale- 
hills cannot be:you ſhall firſt witha ſharp paring ſho- 
vell, pare off the fwarth about three fingers deepe , for 
feare of hurting the roots of thegrafle , and then the 
ſwarth taken oft,digge away the reſt ot the Mou'd, and 
ſcatter it as ſmall as you can roui.d about the hill.chen 
rake the greene ſwarth,and cutting it artificially, lay it 
Cloſe, and faſt, and levell , where you tooke away the 
Mould,as if there had never beene H.1] rhere: and thus 
doc to all your Hills,though they be never ſo innume- 
rable ; and after all your ground is levelled, as fo0n as 
the firſt ſhore falleth, run all yourground over with a 
paire of back-Harrowes, or an Harrow made of a 
Thorne: buſh, and it will breake the Mould as ſmall as 
afhes, which will ſo comfort and refreſh the root of the 

rafle, that it will grow in infinite abundance , andthe 
owreneſle which was cauſed by reaſon of the Hills, 
. will come againe to a perfc& ſweetneſle , and the mea- 
dow will be more fruitfull then before by many de- 
re&s. Andthus much for the deftruion of Moales,
